Under revised regulation*, effective 


March J, governing the appraisement 
of tuberculous animals arid federal 
erpenditures by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture In the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis, no federal in- 
demnity will be paid for scrub bulls. 
Section 9, which provides that "no com- 
pensntion will be pnid for tuberculous 
steers or unregistered bulls." places 
scrub and grade bulls in the snme class 
with meat animals for which the sal- 
vage obtajnablo by the owner depends 
largely on their condition and mar- 
ket value. 


This new provision reflects the at- 


titude nf the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that scrub nnd j 
jfrnde bulls are undesirable for breed- 
ing pnrpfi«°s, and that they nre not 
entitled to be classed ns breeding
